1, 1937. 
Fitzsimmons is on a trip to Texas 
and his office assistants said they 
did not know on whose recommen- 
dation Cronin was appointed. It 
was stated that Cronin’s duties are 
those of a “service deputy,” whose 
job is to serve writs, subpenas and 
other legal papers in a district in 
Southwest St. Louis. He is re- 
quired to report at the Sheriff's 
office, In the Civil Courts Build- 
ing, only once a day, at 9 a. m., 
when he receives the papers to be 
served that day. 
Day’s Work Is Required. 

At the offices of Chauffeurs’ Lo- 
eal Union 405, 3552 Easton avenue, 
Cronin was out for lunch when a 
reporter called, but it was said his 
job as secretary-treasurer required 
him to put in a full day. His sal- 
ary could not be learned, but com- 
parable jobs in other chauffeurs’ 
unions carry salaries of $50 a wéek, 
or more. om e 

As secretary-treasurer of Local 
405 Cronin’s duties are the collec- 
tion and recording of the $2.50-a- 
month dues paid by each of the 500 
taxicab drivers and the 150 fu- 
neral car drivers. The taxi driv- 
ers are employed by the Yellow 
Cab Co, and the Black & White 
Cab Co. 

The 150 drivers of Black & White 
taxis, who own their own cabs, pay 
a total of $68,400 a year to the Taxi 
Dwners’ Association of St. Louis, 
the corporation under which the 
taxis are operated. The drivers pay 
$38 a month each, of which $2.50 is 
for union dues, $19.50 for insurance 
and $16 as a service charge, cover- 
ing pay of starters, supervisors 
and office employes, and use of the 
Black & White name and stands 
which the association maintains at 
hotels and other places. 

This arrangement parallels that 
between service car drivers and the 
United Service Car Co. The service 
car drivers pay $20.50 a month for 
insurance to the clique which con- 
trols the service car business, Ted 
Cronin; Harry J. Cantwell, attorney 
for the service car drivers’ union, 
and W. H. (Whitey) Schubert. 

Black and White Payments. 

Payments by the Black & White 
drivers are made to F. Foley, man- 
ager of a filling station at the 
northeast corner of Washington 
avenue and Nineteenth’ street, 
where cab drivers are required to 
purchase gasoline and oil under 
penalty of being denied use of the 
Black & White name. 

Drivers purchase their gasoline 
at a one-cent discount from the 
prevailing retail price. It is esti- 
mated that they purchase about 
$83,250 gallons a year, which would 
mean that the station does a $57,- 
487 business with the drivers in 
gasoline alone. 

Service car drivers are compelled 
to purchase their gasoline, at a 
similar i-cent discount, at a fill- 
ing station operated by Parkalot,, 
Inc., at Second and Locust streets, 
the service car terminal. The sta- 
tion at Nineteenth and Washington 
is listed in the city directory as the 
Park-A-Lot Co., and sells the same 
brand of gasoline as the station at 
Second and Locust. 

Warning Sign Vanishes. 

A sign was placed at the station 
Patronized by Black & White 
drivers last week giving warning 
that any driver who talked to re- 
porters about affairs of the taxicab 
business would “be on relief.” The 
Sign since has been removed.

Of the Profits of Big Business, 
Twentieth Century Fund Reports

£y the Associated Press, 
PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 11.—Paul 
Petrillo, 45-year-old tailor, described 
detectives -as a epracticer of 
“witchcraft,” was held without bail 
today for grand jury action on 
charges he was the ‘evil genius” of 
a widespread plot to murder for in- 
surance. 

Witnesses unfolded at a Magis- 
trate’s hearing a bizarre tale of 
“black magic” conjured in what in- 
vestigators said was a conspiracy 
to kill persons in New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania after plac- 
ing insurance on their lives. Poi- 
son was the chief weapon of the 
plotters, authorities charge. 

“If information now in our hands 
is true, this case will make the fa- 
mous Bluebeard murders in France 
some years ago pale to insignifi- 
cance,” Detective Sergeant Samuel 
Riccardi told Magistrate Nathan 
Beifel. 

The Magistrate held Petrillo on 
charges of conspiracy to kill and 
soliciting to commit murder, 
Found Trussed in Snow. 


Principal witnesses against Pe- 
trillo were a 27-year-old convict 
nephew and George Meyers, who 
was found recently, trussed and 
nearly frozen in a snow-covered va- 
cant lot, after receiving anonymous 
threats, 
John Cacopardo, serving a 30- 
years-to-life term in Sing Sing pris- 
on for killing a woman, accused Pe- 
trillo of inviting him into a murder 
ring. The convict was brought from 
New York with the permission of 
authorities there. 
He testified that, before his im- 
prisonment, “Uncle Paul ( Petrillo) 
asked me to come to Philadelphia 
to go into business.” 
“He told me it was to get ac- 
quainted with certain persons and 
then put powder in their beer «r 
food,” Cacopardo related. 
“He said we could collect at least 
$500 insurance on each one. I re- 
sented his proposal and said I 
wouldn't do it.” 
Cacopardo said Petrillo “framed” 
him by testifying against him as @

years ago for killing Molly 
ace in Brooklyn. .

NEW YORK, Feb. 11.—The rich- 
est profits of American business go 
to the few men who boss it, not 
to the thousands who own it or 


reported today to the President's 
committee investigating monopoly. 

With salaries “as much as $1000 
a day,” this comparative handful 
of executives “on the whole, in good 
times and bad, ... fare better than 
the wage earners or investors,” the 
fund said in summarizing its find- 
ings in a four-year study of big 
and little business. 

The report was requested by Sen- 
ator O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, 
chairman of the Monopoly Commit- 
tee. It was based on data obtained 
from Treasury Department records 
and the books of business itself. 
Some of the figures covered all of 
business; others were samplings 
from hundreds of representative 
corporations of all kinds and sizes 
throughout the country. 


Salaries and Dividends Compared. 

Although stockholders are far 
more numerous than the “corporate 
officers” covered by the study, the 
income of the latter was almost 
half as great (42.2 per cent) as total 
dividend payments in the year 1931. 

“As the depression deepened,” the 
report continued, “the proportion 
(between executive salaries and 
stockholders’ income) rose to 53.5 
per cent in 1932 and to 62.4 per 
cent in 1933.” 
Even in 1933, at the depth of the 
depression, the study showed exec- 
utive salaries totaled about two 
billion dollars—“more than all the 
rent paid by corporations and five 
times the corporate income tax.” 
A still bigger slice of the profits 
for “the big boss” was indicated in 
the report, which said, ‘These fig- 
ures (the ‘two billion dollars) do 
not include dividends on _ stock 
owned by officers, the total of 
which is unknown; nor do they 
include the profits which officers 
of companies may have made 
through speculation in the stock of 
their own corporations,” 


Salaries in Unprofitablg Firms. 


The more pay the executive “pets 
in comparison to dividends, the less 
successful the business is, as a 
general rule, it was pointed out: 
“Whereas the corporations show- 
ing a profit in 1932 paid their offi- 
cers aggregate salaries amounting 
to 23.8 per cent, and to 35.9 per cent 
in 1933, the unprofitable ones, even 
in 1931, were paying their officers 
almost two-thirds as much as they 
paid their common stock investors. 
“In 1932, officers’ compensation 
and dividends of the unprofitable 
corporations were about equal in 
amount; while in 1933 the officers 
of these corporations received al- 
most one and a half times as much 
-.. as the investors did.” 

When executive salaries were 
compared with wages and salaries 
of lesser employes, this was ob- 
served: 

Executive pay rose 4.3 per cent 
from 1928 to 1929 and declined to 
62 per cent of the 1928 level by 
1933. 

Wages and salaries rose 5.7 per 
cent from 1928 to 1929 and fell to 
little more than half (50.8) of the 
1928 level by 1933. 


Slow to Fall, Quick to Rise. 
Considering this along with other 
indices, the report concluded: 

“In bad times, total salary pay- 
ments to officers are ‘stickier’ 
than wages and dividends. They go 
down more slowly and less far. In 
good times they go up faster and 
farther. 
“Chief officers of leading corpo- 
rations took more severe cuts in 
pay than the average reductions in 
wage rates. Wage earners and oth- 
er employes, on the other hand, suf- 
fered a larger reduction in total in- 
come because of the severe unem- 
ployment at the depth of the de- 
pression.” 
The business study, made by sci- 
entific “sampling” of representa- 
tive corporations of all sizes, nei- 
ther condoned nor condemned the 
high salaries. It merely noted 
them, in keeping with th Twentieth 
Century Fund's tradition of unbi- 
ased fact-finding in economic prob- 
lems. It did say, however, that it 
considered some increase in the ra- 
tio between executive salaries and 
wage-dividend totals “to be expect- 
ed” in bad times, because “key” of- 
ficials are essential to industrial 
operation, whether production is 
high or low. . 
How Salaries Varied. 
The report did not enumerate the 
executives who are paid “as much 
as $1000 a day,” only noting that 
figure as “a maximum.” Of 570 
corporations analyzed, however, “1 
per cent” paid “their first officers” 
salaries of “$200,000 a year or over.” 
“Somewhat over one-third“ of the 
executives got between $25,000 and 
$50,000 a year; “nearly one-third” 
got less than $25,000 and some got 
as little as $2000 a year. 
“As might be éxpected, salaries 
vary with the sizé of corporations,” 
the report said. “In 1932, for ex- 
ample, the average head of a con- 
cern with assets of $1,000,000 to $5,-

At least 20 persons were killed 
and 40 injured in five raids thought 
to have been made from the Ital- 
ian-controlled air base on the island 
o* Mallorca, off Spain’s Mediterra- 
nean coast. 
The 1235-ton British freighter 
Lucky was partly sunk by a direct 
hit while unloading supplies, 
Negrin presided at a Cabinet 
meeting with all but tnree of his 
Ministers, reassembled after their 
dispersal in France when General- 
issimo Francisco Franco’s advance 
to Catalonia’s frontier with France 
put the Government to flight.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The 
Social Security Board said today 
that governmental aid to the needy 
amounted to $2,995,705,000 in 1938. 
The calculation included direct 
Federal, state and local expendi- 
tures and earnings of persons in 
the Civilian Conservation Corps or 


employed. on Works Progress Ad- 
ministration projects. Adminis- 
trative expenditures were not in- 
cluded, | 

The board said the figure com- 
pared with $,2332,709,000 in 1937. 

It estimated that “6,500,000 house- 
holds, probably comprising about 
20,900,000 persons, received public 
aid in December” amounting to 
$270,000,000. This was a decrease 
of 1 per cent from November, 

The following breakdown was 
given of total expenditures in 1938: 
Public assistance to needy aged, 
needy blind and dependent chil- 
dren, $509,369,000; earnings from 
WPA, $1,622,417; from National 
Youth Administration, $55,252,000; 
from other Federal agencies, $78,- 
103,000; from CCC, $230,166,000; sub- 
sistence grants by Farm Security 
Administration, $22,609,000; general 
relief by states and localities, $477,- 
789,000. 


STATE CAN'T PAY CHILDREN’S 
AID; 9329 FAMILIES ELIGIBLE 


No Federal Funds Since December, 


and Legislature’s Appropria- 
tion Is Insufficient, 
By the Associated Press. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 11.— 
The Social Security Commission 
listed 9329 families as eligible for

Louis, and the Missouri Natural 
Gas Co., in all of which Utilities 
Power has investments totaling $7,- 
375,000. The indirect subsidiary is 
the Missouri Electric Power Co. 

Dual Position of Atlas. 

The Atlas Corporation’s interest 
in the proposed reorganization rises 
from the fact that, through its pres- 
iden, Floyd B. Odlum, it has bécome 
not only Utilities: Power's major 
creditor, but master of a controlling 
interest in its voting stock. During 
the depression, Odlum purchased 
at bargain prices $28,000,000 of the 
company’s outstanding debentures, 
with a face value of $48,000,000. 
Utilities Power, founded by Harley 
L. Clarke, is capitalized at $70,000,- 
000, and controls 45 corporations in 
15 states, Canada and England, en- 
gaged in gas, electric, ice, water, 
coal, pipeline, railroad and theater 
services. 

Utilities Power fe]l into the hands 
of the Federal Courts two years 
ago for reorganization under Sec- 
tion 77-B of the amended Bank- 
ruptcy Act.

Dies After Stormy Career 


‘Head of Nudist Cult Colon- 


ists, Who Served Prison 
Term for Perjury, Suc- 
curbs in Canada.

SASKATOON, Sask., Feb. 11. — 


Peter Petrovitch Verigin, or Peter] | 


Il, strange personality who headed 
an even stranger cult, died here 
today, following an operation two 
weeks ago. Verigin, 53 years old, 
was known also as Peter Lordly 
in the language of the 15,000 Douk- 
hobors, the group of dissenters 
from the Russian orthodox 
church, whose spiritual leader he 
was. 

Chosen in an all-night vigil of 
10,000 members of the sect at the 
tomb of his father, Verigin, born 
at Biturski, Russia, went to Canada 


from Russia in 1927 to assume their 


leadership. Five years later he 
Was convicted of perjuring him- 
self in the trial of another Douk- 
hobor with whom he had differ- 
ences. He was reported to have 
testified that he was a Communist, 
and that he had accumulated $720,- 
000 in Canada after serving two 
years in prison in Russia and es- 
caping death only on _ condition 
that he leave the country. 

Peter II was jailed three times. 
The Government twice tried to de- 
port him, but both times he won 
legal battles to remain in Canada. 

When he was sent to prison in 
1932, nude parades and demonstra- 
tions were held throughout the 
Doukhobor colonies.

Aided by English Quakers. 
The wanderings of the sect make 


up a tragic saga. Gathering in 
Russia about 1750 around iiteral 
belief in the brotherhood of high 
and low, based on the doctrine that 
the Holy Spirit manifests Itself di- 
rectly in men, the sect was de- 
nounced by the Orthodox church 
and hounded by the state. 


Fleeing persecution in Russia, 
7500 Doukhobor peasants were en- 
abled through the intercession of 
the English Quakers and of Tols- 
toy, aroused when 1000 died in two 
years’ exile, to find a haven on 
land alloted them by the Canadian 
Government in 1892. Since then the 
sect has built up a community in 
the Canadian West valued at more 
than $6,000,000, with its own 
schools and stores. But their re- 
ligious objections to military train- 
ing and the teaching of capitalist 
principles in the schools, and their 
view that constituted authorities 
are only brethren, not to be obeyed 


in matters touching their con- 
science, have had them in trouble 
in Canada. 

Thousands have migrated to 
Russia under the Soviet Govern- 
ment, and “persecution” again 


has been cited in plans for mass 
removal to other countries, in- 
cluding Mexico and Paraguay. 


Peter Verigin I, described as a 
“majestic and all-powerful figure,” 
in a provincial commission report 
on the sect in British Columbia, 
came from Siberia in 1903 to join 
his followers. 

He was buried, while 8000 Douk- 
hobors chanted, ina _ sepulchre 
blasted from rock on a height over- 
looking their headquarters at Bril- 
liant, British Columbia. Six weeks 
later the son, believed then to be 
on the way. to Canada, was elected 
his successor. 


Verigings Much Alike. 


Like his father, Petér II was a 
tall man of powerful physique, 
whose rule was marked by turbul- 
ence and brushes with the law. 


Unlike his father, he died peace- 
fully. Peter I and seven others 
were killed by a mysterious ex- 
plosion on a speeding train near 
Farron, B. C., on Oct. 29, 1924. 
Peter II failed to respond to treat- 
ment after an operation two weeks 
ago and died in a hospital. 

Police attributed the train ex- 
plosion to a bomb, placed on the 
train by a dissenter from Peter I's 
program of modern homes and 
farms.

Police resorted to devices includ- 
ing itch powder and disinfectant 
sprays to break up the ‘nude dem- 
onstrations. They appeared to have 
succeeded in 1933 when more than 
500 participants, 85 per cent Sons 
of Freedom, were sent to a confine- 
ment barracks on Piers Island for 
terms up to three years. 

But in 1937, when Verigin was 
sentenced to three months in jail 
for vagrancy and “driving to the 
common danger” sporadic demon- 
strations of a similar sort broke 
out, although Verigin severely con- 
demned them and was reported in 
1935 to have severed connections 
with the sect. This was his last

WILD BILL CUMMINGS’ 
FUNERAL IS HELD 


By the Associated Press, 
INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 11. — The 
automobile racing world paid last 
respects today to William C. (Wild 
Bill) Cummings, 32, whom it once 


honored for his victory in the 1934 
500-mile race here. 

The Indianapolis driver died in 
a hospital Wednesday of injuries 
suffered in an automobile accident 
two days before.

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FEDERAL POWER 
OVER THE STATES 


Vermont Governor Says 
People Must Stop ‘Total- 
itarian Ambition Emanat- 
ing From Washington.’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PITTSBURGH, Feb. 11.—George 
D. Aiken, Republican Governor of 
Vermont, assailed tonight what he 
termed “totalitarian ambition 
emanating from Washington” and 
deciared the states “mv stand 
shoulder to shoulcer” to halt 
“those who would apply to America 
the policies on which some Europ- 
ean governments are run today.” 
The Governor, in an address, de- 
clared: 

“It is not inconceivable’ that 
those who seek to control all per- 
sons and all things in this nation 
would not hesitate to create a na- 
tional emergency or even a war to 
perpetuate and strengthen their 
control.” 

He charged the Federal admin- 
istration with attempting to “break 
down the structure of the states 
under the cloak of flood control 
and of cheap power development, 
adding: “They call it flood control 
because they would capitalize on 
the fear of those who live in the 
valleys, their fear of loss of life 
and property. 

“They call it cheap power de- 
velopment because in so doing they 
fean capitalize on the animosity of 

very large percentage of _ the 
people toward the public utility 
companies for unwarranted in- 
flation of values and unjust col- 
lection of exorbitant rates.” 

Gov. Aiken, relating that the 
Vermont Legislature had author- 
ized funds to fight against Federa! 
control of state land for flood con- 
trol purposes, said the other five 
New England states joined in such 
action. 

Speaks to Amen Corner. 

Speaking at the annual meeting 
of the Amen Corner, a non-partisan 
organization of business and po- 
litical leaders, the Governor bitter- 
ly criticised the Barkley amend- 
ment to the flood control bill 
which he declared directed the 
Secretary of War “to take natural 
resources of the state without their 
consent and without compensation 
for loss of taxes.” 

“If the provisions ... were carried 
out to the fullest,” he said, “it 
would break down the principles of 
statehood and deprive the people 
of the various states of their liveli- 
hood.” 

He declaréd provisions of the 
Mansfield bill Which he said was 
enacted a year ago “go far beyond 
those of the alien and sedition acts 
of 1797 in making criticism of 
government a felony.” 

“T tell you,” he added, “that, if the 
people of America do not stop this 
subtle, indirect, ruthless and total- 
itarian ambition emanating from 
Washington, and stop it now, we 
will be too late.”

Says Walsh-Green Changes Are Not 
Favored by Many Units of 
Older Labor Group. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The 
CIO announced today it would car- 
ry to the rank and file of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor its fight 
against A. F. of L.-sponsored

Friends of Schacht, who was re- 
moved from his Reichsbank post 
by Adolf Hitler Jan. 20, said he had

EW items of the urban scene provide more amusement for the citi-

reviewers falling flat on their wicked faces over some new show. 
There are, of course, all colors and varieties of accredited drama re- 
porters, many of them with bills of goods to 
sell: the professional class angle reviewer, 
who is probably the funniest of them all; 
the professional Irishman, the professional 
theosophist, flat earth sympathizer and the 
anti-gravity agitator. Naturally, too, the 
business of reporting shows is not a precise 
science, but many of the aisle-seat boys run 
up astonishingly high averages in their pre- 
dictions as to a play’s longevity and success. 
The best laugh of the current season, with 
the possible exception of Walter Winchell’s 
shaming of the rest of the profession with 
his plugging of “Hellzapoppin,” was the scene 
: put on by Heywood Broun over “The Ameri- 
can Way.” Broun, who would prefer to lose 
his drinking arm rather than be right about anything, stomped out of 
the show in a High-Dudgeon-on-the-Hudson manner, and gave it a merry 
bird in his column a few days later. Since then, and, humorously 
enough, starting the day Broun did his worst, “The American Way” has 
done the biggest theater business in tne history of the New York stage 
for a straight show with a $3 top. Grosses for some weeks of “The Gar- 
den of Allah” and “The Miracle” may have been greater, but both of 
them were on a $5-top scale. “The American Way” played to $39,000 
worth of customers last week, which is money in anybody’s currency, 
and there were 60 standees on Saturday. “As _ Broun’'s notice gets more 
widely read, business is expected to improve proportionately. 
O—O 
The only other reporter to stamp his feet and flash his eyes 
at “The American Way” was George Jean Nathan, and he dis- 
liked it on purely theatrical, not pseudo-social-economic grounds. 
Everyone, of course, knows the show is a job of expert, tear- 
jerking hokum, but what else is the theater for? The surest 
way to failure in stage productions, if recent averages may be 
taken as an index, is a play with a “social” (i. e., Leftist or 
otherwise lunatic) slant. “The American Way,” a bang-up job 
of sound Yankee propaganda, makes the parior pinks, espe- 
cially those of the reviewers’ fraternity, look very embarrassed 
indeed.

SILK STOCKINGS AND LEATHERS 


CHAPTER 47. 
HERE is more misinforma- 
T tics given out about hosiery 
than about almost any other 
commodity that women buy. 

Forget the complicated dis- 
cussions of twists, gauges and 
silk turns that you see and fol- 
low the simple rules given be- 
low for buying silk stockings and 
you'll get satisfactory wear from 
them. 

One-thread hose is the sheer- 
est and is a wanton extravagance 
for most women. Two-thread is 
the favorite for evening wear 
with open sandals. Three-thread 
stockings are a sheer service 
weight for not too hard wear. 
Four-thread stockings are the 
business woman's favorite and 
should give plenty of wear. Five 
to seven thread are for heavy 
duty wear (tending a litter of 
dogs, perhaps) and although 
stockings are made in 11-thread 
weights, too, we don't advocate 
their use. 

Lisle feet or reinforced silk 
feet add to the wearing qualities 
of the hose, as do reinforced 
heels, toes, tops. 

A run-stop feature at the top 
is important. Other points which 
influence quality are adequate 
stretch, and freedom from rings. 

Rules to follow when buying 
stockings: 

1. Find the brand or quality 
from which you get the best re- 
sults and stick to that brand al- 
ways. 

2. Never buy a stocking too 
sheer for your purpose. 

3. Always buy two or more 
pairs of the same color. In case 
of casualties the survivors may 
be paired. 

4. Be sure that you are buying 
your correct size and length. 

5. Always buy full-fashioned 
hosiery. Seamless hosiery, while 
cheaper, doesn't have the wear- 
ing qualities or the fit of the full- 


fashioned. 
LEATHERS. 

Imitation leathers are some- 
times cleverly made. In suedes, 
imitations fee] like cloth. In 
smooth leathers, imitations have 


a povey feel. 
rough leathers, imitations 
have a suspiciously regular, ma- 
chine-made grain. The real thing 
has the look of skin with faint 
signs of cell and vein structure. 
SUEDES: Sueding is a meth- 
od of finishing leather to give it 
a dull surface. Thus we have 


antelope, calf, mocha, etc. in 
sueded leathers. Antelope is the 
aristocrat of this group if we 
except the costly reindeer. It is 
soft, pliable, and has a fine, silky 
nap with a rich luster—the sleek- 
er and silkier, the better the 
quality. Never use a wire brush 
on antelope. This ruins the tex- 
ture. 

An ordinary sponge brushed 
over the antelope ig the best 
cleaner, (Of course the sponge 
shouldn’t be wet.) 

Antelope, however, particular- 
ly the black antelope, does not 
hold its dye and the color will 
rub off during the entire life of 
the skin. If you are willing to 
overlook this, antelope is the 
most luxurious of leathers. 

DOESKIN SUEDE: Doeskin 
looks and feels so much like an- 
telope that experts say nobody 
can tell the difference between 
doeskin and antelope of equiva- 
lent quality. Antelope’s quality 
range is higher, however. Doe- 
skin gloves, of course, are quite 
different in that they are wash- 
able. 

CALFSKIN SUEDE: Calfskin 
is heavier than antelope and doe- 
skin and has a less silky sheen. 

The finer the nap and the 
thicker the luster the better. 
Calfskin is used for jackets and 
shoes; things for which antelope 
and doeskin would be too deli- 
cate. 

KIDSKIN SUEDE: This is a 
fine soft leather that wears well 
but ena is not washable, Its 
Suppieness makes it e 
suitable for gloves, — 

MOCHA SUEDE: A fine, slight- 
ly heavier leather which usually 
is washable. New developments 
in tanning have made this leath- 
er more popular recently. It is 
derived from Arabian sheep. The 
ew, is known as “Black- 


KIDSKIN: Considered the fin- 
est of smooth leathers. It has a 
fine grain and a beautiful luster 
which makes it adaptable for 
dress shoes and glove. 

REPTILES: Snakeskin and 
lizard imitations are easily de- 
tected because in the real thing, 
the scales stick up and give a 
rough, scratchy texture. In imi- 
tations, the leather is smooth 
with the pattern stamped on. 
Again well-matched markings 
are important.

Aziz ibn Abdul-Rahman 
Faisal al Saud. Better known as 
Ibn Saud, he was the able warrior- 
leader of the Wahabis, a fanatical] 
sect of Moslem nomads, before he 
conquered the surrounding desert 
tribes, proclaimed Arabia’s inde- 
pendence from Britain, and 12 years 
ago crowned himself King with 
resplendant ceremonies in Mecca’s 
principal mosque. Mecca is not 
only his capital but the religious 
center of the Mohammedan world 
to which more than 150,000 of the 
faithful make a pilgrimage every 
year. 

Britain had too many problems 


an education. Tall and strong, he 
enlisted as a youth in one of the 
Persian Cossack regiments, became 
a Colonel, and like ibn Saud of Ara- 
bia found opportunity for power 
knocking at his door in the upheav- 
als that followed the World War. 
His rise to the kingship began in 
1920 when he re-organized the de- 
feated Persian Cossacks after their 
unsuccessful campaign against the 
Soviets of Azerbaijian. He used 


these troops to support the coup.

21, 1921, and five hours after he 
had Seyyed safely installed in the

King Ibn Saud and his hard-riding 
Arabian warriors. So she did the 
next best thing: she recognized his 
independence, and signed a treaty 
of friendship with him in 1927. 

The British had only to look at 
their records to see what they would 
have been up against if they had 
tried to subdue the desert Napoleon. 
Back in 1901, when he was a youth 
of 21, Ibn Saud with a handful 
of 15 loyal followers staged a spec- 
tacular night raid on Riyadh, the 
capital of the province of Nejd, 
took the fort of the local governor 
completely by surprise and cap- 
tured the entire town in one of 
the boldest attacks in the long his- 
tory of Arabian warfare. From 
that day to this, Ibn Saud made 
himself the most feared man in 
Arabia. Usually, all that was need- 
ed for entire garrisons of rival 
tribes to surrender without fight- 
ing was the sight of this handsome, 
bearded Arab riding at the head of 
his ruthless desert legions. 

Fired with ambition to unify Ara- 
bia into one great nation, he has 
embarked on a campaign of nation- 
alism worthy of Mussolini in its 
Fascist-like concept of abolishing 
tribal rivalries which, in his coun- 
try, correspond to the party politics 
of pre-Fascist Italy. Not only in 
warfare and politics has Ibn Saud 
made himself a dashing figure. His 
romantic life is the gossip of the 
desert. Taking the fullest § ad- 
vantage of the flexible marriage 
laws of Islam, he is reputed to have 
had more than 150 wives. The 
continuity of his dynasty is assured 
by a brood of 17 officially recog- 
nized sons ranging in age from 2 
to 23. 

At the same time he has been 
busy consolidating his power, Ibn 
Saud has introduced many modern 
improvements into the kingdom 
which is now known as the “King- 
dom of Saudi Arabia.”

BN SAUD’S nearest rival is the

For sey- 
eral years after that, Pahlevi ruled 
Persia as a military dictator. He 
increased the army, suppressed 
banditry, put down rebellions and 
disarmed the fierce tribes of Kurds, 
Lurs, and Quashgais. 

The military leader’s popularity 
spread throughout Persia. He had 


already superseded Shah Ahmed in 
the affections of his people. The 
Shah was an absentee monarch who 
let his ministers run the country 
while he spent most of his time in 
Paris leading a gay life and gam- 
bling on the stock exchange. Fi- 
nally, in December of 1925, Pahlevi 
managed to have the Persian Par- 
liament declare Ahmed deposed. Tha 
following April 25, amid much 
pomp and ceremony at Teheran, 
the ancient capital of Persia, the 
Cossack officer was proclaimed 
Shah Pahlevi of Iran, and crowned 
with a magnificent crown of emer- 
alds, rubies and diamonds.

HE self-made Shah of Iran is 60 
T sears old now. His thinning hair 
and well trained handlebar mus- 
tache are snow white. But he is 
still as erect as ever, gaunt, six 
feet tall, eagle-eyed,, with a saber 
scar across his face as a heritage 
of his Cossack days. The Shah al- 
ways wears his uniform, even in 
the privacy of Gulistan Palace. His 
majesty personally issues all the 
commands for the army of Iran, 
which now numbers 100,000 men. 
His most glaring fault is his 
hasty snap judgment and quick 
temper, which have led him into 
some ridiculous situations. One 
night while he was driving through 
a street in the capital he decided 
the street was not sufficiently light- 
ed and ordered more powerful 
bulbs installed at once with the 
result that the rest of Teheran was 
plunged into darkness because the 
antiquated electric plant could not 
stand the added power load. On 
another occasion, the Shah, who 
sleeps only four or five hours a 
night and frequently sits up late 
working over blueprints of public 
works with a cigarette in one hand 
and pencil in the other, was dis- 
turbed by the noises in the street. 
The next day a curfew order issued 
from the palace, forbidding the 
Persians to chatter on the streets

Its 
government is not as absolute as 
ibn Saud’s. King ibn Feisal rules

More picturesque than Arabia's 
ibn Saud or Iraq’s Feisal clan, and 
far more powerful, is their next 
door neighbor, Reza Khan Pahlevi, 
the Shah of Persia, who has re- 
stored to his native land the ancient 
name of Iran and much of its an- 
cient glory. 


Shah Pahlevi was born in the 


of the capital or toot the horns of 
their cars after 10 p. m. 

Recently he broke off diplomatic 
relations with France in indignation 
over a Paris press incident revolv- 
ing about the fact that “Shah” and 
“chat” the French word for “cat,” 
sound alike. 

A hot-headed disciplinarian, his 
majesty has more than once lost 
his royal temper in public and 
slapped one of his officers squarely 
in the face for some remark or ac- 
tion he did not approve. The Shah 
has much less respect for religion 
than his neighbors. Many of the 
tenets of the Moslem faith of his 
ancestors he openly ridicules. In 


al who could not afford to give him the modernization of Persia, he has 


forbidden the women of his coun- 
try to wear veils and ordered the 
men to abandon their turbans, He 
has curtailed polygamy by a com- 
plicated series of laws making it 
more and more difficult for a Per- 
sian to marry more than one wom- 
an. He also considered a ban on 
opium, but thought better of it 
when his ministers pointed out that 
it not only silenced discontent 
among many of the addicted sub- 
jects of his realm but that it was 
& source of important revenue be- 
cause large quantities are exported 
to China. 

The Shah has built an up-to-date 
railway line that zig-zags for more 
than 850 miles through mountain- 
ous country to link the Persian 
Gulf with the Caspian Sea. For 
his own convenience he has had 
a magnificent private car built in 
Germany. It is a palace on wheels, 
consisting of seven richly furnished 
rooms with inlaid gold and silver 
trimmings, rosewood panels, a 
room-to-room telephone service, and 
a fully equipped electric kitchen.

NDER the Persian potentate’s 

magic wand, Teheran itself has 

undergone a sweeping trans- 
formation. Broad, paved boulevards 
have replaced narrow crooked alley- 
streets. Wretched hovels have been 
torn down and supplanted by mod- 
ern dwellings. Huge Government 
buildings have sprung up one after 
another and a royal opera house is 
now under construction to make 
the citizenry of Teheran music- 
conscious, 

In the realm of foreign affairs, 
the Persian monarch has demon- 
strated himself a shrewd states- 
man. Not only has he shaken off 
the British yoke, but he has cop- 
sistently played Germany against 
Britain on the international chess- 
board. The only commercial air 
line linking Iran to Europe is a 
German one. The Iranian air force 
consists mostly of warplanes pur- 
chased from Germany. 

Britain, however, still controls 
the major output of the rich Ira- 
nian oil field, the most productive 
single field in the world. But the 
terms are no longer what they 
were in 1901 when William Knox 
D’Arcy, an Englishman, obtained 
a 60-year monopoly on Iran’s total 
output of oil for $20,000. When 
Shah Pahlevi came to power, one 
of the first things he did was to 
cancel that oil concession, although 
it was scheduled to run until 1961. 
He forced the British statesmen to 
give him a new contract on more 
favorable terms, providing for tre- 
mendous royalties, a large part of 
which he has diverted into the ex- 
pansion and equipment of the mest 
modern army in his corner of Asia. 

No less ruthless was the Shah 
in his dealings with those who 
stood in his path at home. Ob- 
streperous tribal sheiks who caused 
him trouble by periodic revolts 
were seized and hanged. Moslem 
priests who grunted disapproval of 
his irreligious edicts were whipped 
in public. Others of his enemies 
were lodged in dark dungeons, 
never again to see the light of day. 
There were whisperings of mys- 
terious “accidents” which seemed 
by a stroke of good fortune to 
eliminate one after another of the 
Shah’s strongest rivals or poten- 
tial successors. He has made his 
crown hereditary and he intends 
that his young Crown Prince, who 
is 18 now, shall step into his place 
after he dies. 

The Shah of Iran is a man of 
few words and fewer friends. He 
rarely talks about himself, although 
on one occasion he did go so far 
as to confide: 

“T am a soldier, just a simple 
soldier, and I love my job.” 

India’s John D. Rockefeller is 
the Nizam of Hyderabad, ruler of 
the largest Indian state and reput- 


| edly the richest man in the world. 


His fortune is estimated at two 
billion dollars worth of diamonds, 
rubies, and emeralds as well as 
250 million dollars in gold bars. 
Like the late John D., he has given 
millions for philanthropy but leads 
the simple private life of an ec- 
centric recluse, as wary of spend- 
ing money on himself as the Amer- 
ican oil king was of giving away 
his last year’s straw hat. 

Many of the Nizam’s nobles drive 
luxurious Rolls-Royces, but he goes 
about in a medium-priced American 
car. Almost miserly in his thrifti- 
ness about small details, he eats 
frugally, dislikes ostentation or gay 
parties, and sleeps in a bed with 
no springs in a bungalow-wing of 
the least ornate of his 50 castles. 
His one extravagance is a large 
zenana, the harem quarters of his 
palace, where he has 200 ladies, 
whose upkeep he maintains as a 
matter of national prestige. It is 
more of a traditional token of 
dynastic dignity than a vice since 
most of the women were inherited 
from his father and would no long- 
er qualify for a Follies chorus. 
Nevertheless the Nizam is punctili-

ous about observing harem  eti- 
quette and whenever he travels to 
Delhi, capital of British India, he 
always takes the ladies along in 
special cars on his private railroad 
train and put them up at his palace 
there—just so the neighbors won't 
gossip. 

To educate the 15,000,000 subjects 
over whom he has the _ absolute 
power of life and death, the Nizam 
recently imported 20,000 radio sets 
from America and installed one in 
every village throughout his realm. 
Four broadcasting stations have 
been built to broadcast education- 
al programs in each of the four 
different dialects spoken in Hyder- 


abad., 
| wiry man in his early fifties. He 

wears. shell-rimmed __ spectacles 
through which black penetrating 
eyes stare from beneath shaggy 
eyebrows. He is soft-spoken and 
makes it a point to receive even 
his humblest subjects in audience 
at the palace. The Nizam has never 
been to Europe, but he speaks per- 
fect English, having been tutored 
in the language from childhood. He 
was going to attend the Corona- 
tion of King George VI in Lon- 
don but when British officials po- 
litely but firmly hinted his harem 
would not be welcome, the Nizam 
canceled his arrangements for the 
trip. He could not afford to lose 
face in Hyderabad by letting it be 
said he left the ladies forlornly be- 
hind him.

The Nizam keeps his personal 
hoard of jewels locked up in huge 
vaults the keys to which he wears 
around his own neck. There is 
only one passageway to these treas- 
ure chambers and that originates 
from a secret door in the Nizam’s 
bedroom. Although he is one of the 
world’s leading connoisseurs of pre- 
cious stones, the sovereign seldom 
wears them on his person. He pre- 
fers to gaze at a great, sparkling 
mass of them and fondle one after 
another in his long, sensitive fin- 
gers. 

Whenever a member of his fam- 
ily gets married, the Nizam accom- 
panies the relative to one of the 
vaults and permits him or her to 
select any jewel in the lot. Itis a 
gift for life. But when the relative 
dies, the jewel] returns to the hoard. 

Tne ruler of Hyderabad is a 
shrewd business man. He does not 
draw any salary from his state. 
He has among many other money- 
making enterprises a number of 
factories that make all the cloth 
for the Oriental robes and turbans 
worn by his subjects. He also con- 
trols factories for the manufacture 
of cigarettes, buttons and cement. 
The Nizam is a notoriously hard 
trader and never buys anything at 
the first price asked. But, while 
he will bargain indefinitely with a 
merchant to beat down the price of 
a trifle on one day, he is just as 
likely as not to turn around the 
next and spend millions to found a 
new university or hospital. He sur- 
prised his subjects in 1936 when he 
celebrated his twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary jubilee by setting off $250,000 
worth of fireworks and installing 4 
million new electric lights to bright- 
en up the streets of the capital, 
through which he rode in state in 
a silver coach. 

The Nizam has spent vast sums 
in building railroads, motor high- 
ways, hydro-electric plants, schools, 
hospitals and irrigation works. An 
air line with regular service to and 
from the capita] is being opened. 
He has made Hyderabad the most 
up-to-date state in India. His civil 
list of retainers maintained to keep 
up his 50 palaces is said to total 
more than $5000 a day. 

During the World War, the Indi- 
an Prince was the largest single 
contributor to the British war 
chest. He gave $15,000,000 and he 
sent several regiments of.his crack 
troops to the front. As a reward 
he was given the title of “Faithful 
Ally of the British Government.” 
One of the outstanding sovereigns 
of the Moslem world, Hyderabad’s 
ruler is entitled to the royal salute 
of 21 guns and is referred to offi- 
cially as “His Exalted Highness.” 
His court is regarded by the 80,000,- 
000 Moslems of India as their spir- 
itual headquarters. He is a direct 
descendant of Abu Bakr, who was 
father-in-law of Mahomet, 


founder of the Moslem religion. 


| The Nizam’s wife, Dhulan Begum 
! Saheba, is related to the last sul- 


tans of Turkey and is as pious @ 
Mosiem as her husband. She is an 
attractive woman with brown hair 
and blue eyes and she has borne 
the Nizam two sons, the eldest of 
whom will inherit the throne.

ing career of the Gaekwar of Ba- 
roda, who died last Monday at 75 
years old. 

He began life as a poor country 
urchin in the rustic village of Kav- 
lana, where he spent his boyhood 
minding a small raw-boned herd of 
cattle for his impoverished family 
and their neighbors. At his death 
he was the third richest prince of 


India, with an annual income re- 
puted to be $10,000,000, 

Stranger than fiction is the story 
of how the Gaekwar happened to 
become the Gaekwar. In 1873, the 
ruler of Baroda had been deposed 
by the British Government because 
he had become a corrupt and dis- 
solute tyrant and because he was 
caught in the act of trying to poi- 
son the British Resident Agent 
with food into which he had mixed 
diamond dust. Atleast, so the story 
goes. The deposed Prince had no 
heirs. After a council of state 
among the leading Indian officials 
of Baroda it was decided to start 
a new line on the throne by select- 
ing the most promising young boy 
in the state and training him to be 
an able administrator. In most 
countries this would be like hunt- 


ing for a needle in a haystack, but 
Baroda is small and its total pop- 
ulation of 2,500,000 people is not 
widely scattered.

O a selected group of wise men 
T was entrusted the task of find- 
ing the new Gaekwar. For two 
years the search went on. There 
were more than 200 prospects lined 
up for the final examinations by 
which the lucky one was to be cho- 
sen when word reached the capital 
that four of the wise men had found 
a boy who had not only all of the 
promising qualifications but—even 
more important for a superstitious 
people—striking evidence that he 
was favored by Providence. Thee 
are various versions of the story, 
but this is the most popular one 
It was high noon and the boy 
was stretched out under a mango 
tree near his native village to e=s- 
cape the scorching midday sun. 
Through half-closed eyes, he looked 
dreamily at the four strangers 
coming up the road and then fell 
fast asleep. The four wise men, 
weary with walking in the hot sun, 
paused to rest under the mango 
tree. At first they paid littie at- 
tention to the almost naked raga- 
muffin sleeping there. Then, sud- 
denly, they were fascinated by the 
spectacle that unfolded itself be- 
fore their eyes. Behind the boy, 
a deadly cobra’s head was raised 
as if ready to strike at the sleeping 
youth. Its wide hood cast a dark 
shadow across the youngster’s face. 
There is a proverb in India that 
when a cobra raises its head over 
a human being, that person is 
destined either to become a mon- 
arch or a corpse. The four wise 
men, so the story goes, were afraid 
that if they awakened the boy his 
movement would excite the cobra 
into deadly action. And so they 
tiptoed away and went down into 
the village to find the youth's par- 
ents and wait for destiny to take

HAT should an artist paint? 
W Is he free, even in a democ- 

racy, to put whatever he wants 
on canvas? Or do the whims of the 
public, the pleadings of dealers, or 
current movements and fads force 
him to choose subjects and meth- 
ods which are foreign to him? In 
other words, can a painter express 
himself as he pleases and make a 
living? If he is serious, sincere 
and first-rate, can he win a cer- 
tain amount of general public ac- 
claim in his lifetime? 

Two things bring on this rush of 
questions. Some of them have 
been touched on at the public meet- 
ings on Wednesday nights spon- 
sored by the American Artists’ Con- 
gress. Lively sessions they are, 
even if the speeches tend to be dog- 
matic, the question period emotion- 
al. The other question-raiser is the 
early painting by Pablo Picasso 
which the City Museum recently 
added to its collection. It is a much 
more representational picture than 
all of Picasso’s later abstractions 
and dazzling blobs of color, yet 
there must be many among those 
who have been drawn out for an 
infrequent visit to Art Hill by the 
publicity accorded to another con- 
temporary painting (the Benton 
nude) who wonder just what makes 
this picture by a living artist worth 
$12,000. Another recent museum ac- 
quisition, the Benton “Harvesters,” 
cost only $2500. 

The answer is that Picasso is one 
of the shrewdest painters who ever 
lived. He has painted pretty much 
what he wanted, He has made the 
critics like it.

Double recipe for puff paste. Di- 
vide in thirds and roll each third 
as thinly as possible and of ap- 
proximate size.

Mix dry ingredients, add eggs

Cook 15 minutes in double boiler, 
stirring constantly until thickened, 
afterwards occasionally: cool and 
flavor. 

Confectioner’s frosting, one- 
fourth cup of boiling water, con- 
fectioner’s sugar, one-half teaspoon 
of vanilla. 

To the hot water add enough 
sifted confectioner’s sugar to make 
of right consistency to spread; add 
flavoring.

T isn’t too late for all fair- 
minded, right-thinking Americans 
to wire James Farley a protest 
against his decision to honor base- 
ball as the American national game 
in another of his gala issues of 
postage stamps. This is a gross 
misrepresentation and a brutal in- 
justice to the true national game of 
the country and the preference of 


ican national game is not played 
with any sort of ball, whether 
stuffed with kangaroo fuzz or 
wind, not with any bat, either, al- 
though in some versions, under for- 
mal conditions, a sort of rake is 
used which is called a stick. 

The main game of the U. S. A. is 
played with two small cubes, each 
bearing on its sides from one to six 
dots. It is played by Americans of 
both sexes and all races, and it is 
no exaggeration to say that its 
devotees outnumber the ball players 
and baseball spectators by at least 
100 to 1. Indeed, it may be as- 
sumed that because they are Ameri- 
cans all ball players and spectators 
also play occasionally the game of 


craps, which was so far the favor- 
ite of the American Expeditionary 
Force that baseball, football and 
boxing were looked upon as mere 
peculiarities of a few eccentrics. 

This is a sport which requires 
neither youth, acreage, plant nor 
large teams, but may be and is 
played on army blankets, on little 
bare patches of ground in alleys, 
on tables and on the floors of man-

played in the very White House 
itself, and under the dome of the 
National Capitol, repository of the 
sacred heritage of our liberties.

Zweig's "Jeremiah," 
Written in War Days, 
Done by Theater Guild 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Feb. 11. 


PLAY that was inspired in the 
midst of the World War and 
is particularly applicable to the 
present day rumbles of war in Cen- 
tral Europe is “Jeremiah,” a drama 
by the Viennese Stefan Zweig, 
which the Theater Guild has just 
produced, 


The history of “Jeremiah” goes 
back to 1916 when a group of Ger- 
man writers, including Zweig, want- 
ed to warn their people of the de- 
struction of the war they had been 
inveigled into, but were helpless 
as they had no freedom of speech 
then or now. 


Looking for a corollary that 
would prove his point, Zweig turned 
to the Bible and the story of the 
Prophet Jeremiah who warned his 
people of Jerusalem that only death 
and destruction, not power and 
riches, awaited them if they made 
war on the Assyrians. 

But the Israelites were dazed by 
the beat of war drums and they 
forced their King, Zedekiah, to lead 
them to battle. 

During the war Zweig’s play was 
produced only in Switzerland in a

Some Groups Not Counted. 


That brings up the Nazis’ favorite 
method of keeping down their un- 
employment total, Jews and po- 
litical dissenters simply are not 
counted, nor are the inmates of 
Dachau and the other concentra- 
tion camps. Under the National 
Socialist scheme of things, these 
people are not entitled to employ- 
ment. Many of them, of course, 
have been driven out of the coun- 
try—often to add a mite to the un- 
employment totals of the democra- 
cies that received them. 


German women more and more 
are finding themselves in a similar 
category. The Nazis have revived 
the idea of “Kinder, Kirche, 
Kueche” with a vengeance—and 
with all the emphasis on the chil- 
dren: Their ideology makes it clear 
that woman’s sole function is pro- 
creation. 


Generous loans are made to new- 
lyweds and one-quarter of the debt 
is remitted each time a baby is 
born. There are special baby 
bonuses for civil servants. Work- 
ing girls receive special preference 
when they apply for this aid. A 
reliable investigator, who had ac- 
cess to many Nazi archives, has 
estimated that more thap 500,000 of 
them have been removed from the 
labor market in this way. 


Army Absorbs Many Workers. 


Then the Army is absorbing an 
ever-increasing number of potential 
workers. A minimum of two years’ 
service is mandatory for every 
able-bodied German. The length of 
this hitch varies according to the 
service a man enters. Aviators 
must serve for 12 years. Only Rus- 
sia has a larger army than the 
German Reichswehr which numbers 
between 800,000 and 1,000,000 men, 
many of them skilled mechanics 
and artisans. 

Beside these rather negative 
methods of keeping down unem- 
ployment, the Nazi Government has 
forged three weapons for a direct 
attack on the problem. These are 
the public works projects, the Labor 
Service and the Labor Front. 


The public works program was 
started in the depth of the world 
depression, by Heinrich Bruening, 
Chancellor of the Weimer Republic 
and now an exile at Harvard Uni- 
versity. Under him it was not so 
very different from our PWA, but 
Hitler transformed it into the sem- 
blance of a gigantic Georgia chain 
gang. 

Theoretically, the men who live 
in its camps have applied for work. 
Actually, most of them were con- 
scripted to clear slums, to build 
model towns and Nazi palaces like 
the Air Ministry in Berlin and the 
Party offices and the House of Ger- 
man Art in Munich, and the tre- 
mendously expensive Autobahnen 
(superhighways) which are begin- 
ning to criss-cross Germany in 

every direction. 


Comparative Wages. 

These workers live in barracks 
and lead a semi-military life, eat- 
ing at a mess that is provided for 
them. The best of them get 40 
marks a week, or about $16. The 
average wage is 12 cents the hour 
for a 48-hour week. Many of them

Garner had not existed, it 
would have been necessary to in- 
vent him, As it is, the legendary 
Garner—the strong, silent Vice- 
President—owes not a little to in- 
vention. The invention, it should 
be added, not of Garner, but of 
those who feel the need for just 
such a sturdy symbol of the Amer- 
ican past. 

To separate the legendary Gar- 
ner, the homespun no-sayer, hero 
of big business and conservatism, 
from the real Garner, the salty, 
harsh-spoken ranch owner who 
started coming to Congress in 
1903 and made his way upward 
on the inevitable escalator of sen- 
iority, is no easy task. Between 
legend and reality there is never 
any very sharp line of demarca- 
tion and that is particularly true 
in politics where a myth serves as 
well as the truth. 

In fact a man can go a long 
Way on a good, healthy myth, as 
Calvin Coolidge proved. The Gar- 
ner legend is made of almost the 
same materials as the Coolidge 
legend: the poor farm boy who 
rose to fame and wealth on his own efforts, 
stanchly independent of mind, holding a be- 
lief in the elemental virtues and living with 
rugged simplicity. 

Once Too Radical to Be 

Allowed to Speak in Campaign 

It is here, however, that the resemblance 
ends. Garner is a highly picturesque figure 
out of Texas’ pioneer past. In the tradi- 
tion of Andrew Jackson, he has through 
most of his career nursed a fundamental dis- 
trust of big business, the money powers; but 
he is equally suspicious of the powers of 
government, and this explains in part at 
least the remarkable transformation that 
Garner has undergone in the public mind 
during the past six years. 

In 1932, after Garner was nominated, the 
inner council of the Democratic party felt 
he was so radical that it would be wise to 
assign someone to keep him comparatively 
quiet during the campaign. He was one of 
the “sons of the wild jackass” out of the West 
who had on occasion bested no less an ad- 
versary than Secretary of the Treasury An- 
drew W. Mellon. Jn 1936, when Garner was 
renominated at Philadelphia, he was re- 
garded as so conservative, so far to the right 
of the Roosevelt program, that New Dealers 
prayerfully hoped for his silence. 

Allowing, of course, for political expedi- 
ency, which is a factor that must be con- 
sidered in appraising any politician’s views, 
this is a measure of the change that has 

He was op- 
posed to the money power when it seemed 
that the money power ran the country, and 
now he is opposed to the power of govern- 
ment when, in his view, it seems about to 
dominate American life. 


Garner’s Texas Background, 
a Country of Tough Fighters 


Garner is for the American system. If he 
were called upon to define this system, it is 
probable he would get down to a formula 
very much like that which has made it pos- 
sible for a Texas farm boy to be Vice-Presi- 
dent, a serious contender once for the highest 
office in the land and now again a major 
possibility on the presidential horizon. Gar- 
ner grew up in a country where a man sur- 
vived if he was tough, a fighter. It was a 
country—and in many respects it has not 
changed materially in a quarter of a cen- 
tury—with a caste system. Mexicans corre- 
sponded to Negroes in other Southern towns 
—people to be treated firmly, but kindly if 
possible—people to be kept in their place. A 
stratum above were the poor whites, usually 
characterized by the adjectives shiftless or 
worthless; they were ciphers, without a vote, 
of course, because of Texas’ poll tax restric- 
tion. And then there were your equals.

MR. ROOSEVELT’S BLUNDER. 
Unfortunately for the lofty sentiments expressed 
by President Roosevelt in his letter to Judge Floyd 
H. Roberts, following the latter’s rejection by the 
Senate, the background and circumstances of Judge 
Roberts’ appointment to the Federal bench, as re- 
vealed by Senators Glass and Byrd, show that the 
President himself was playing politics with a ven- 
geance. The simple issue presented by the Presi- 
dent, namely, that the tradition of senatorial cour- 
tesy should not be used to bar a man of character 
and ability from the bench, becomes complicated on 
examination. 

It appears that a factional fight exists in Vir- 
ginia, with Senators Glass and Byrd and their fol- 
lowers on one side and Gov. Price, Representative 
Flannagan and their cohorts on the other. It had 
been stated, without contradiction by the President, 
that in order to get a Federal job in Virginia it 
was necessary to have the indorsement of Gov. 
Price. Judge Roberts had the indorsement of the 
Governor and received the appointment, while the 
men suggested by Senators Glass and Byrd, against 
whose ability or character no charge was made, were 
evidently ignored. 

If Mr. Roosevelt had been interested solely in se- 
lecting a high type of Judge, he would have en- 
countered no difficulty in the Senate. But the evi- 
dence abundantly shows that he deliberately chose 
a man whose political connections were distasteful 


for months by the “rat-a-tat-tatting.” Certainly that 
would cause an “unusual agitation” with diabolic, 
as well as diastolic, effects.

The Virginia incident is distasteful enough, but 
the appointment of Gaston Porterie to a Federal 
judgeship in Louisiana is worse. In one of the 
President's letters to Senator Glass, he facetiously 
remarked that, in the process of selecting a Federal 
Judge, he would reserve the right to consult “Nancy 
Astor, the Duchess of Windsor, the WPA, a Vir- 
ginia moonshiner, Gov. Price or Charlie McCarthy.” 
He might have added that he reserved the right 
to be guided by Huey Long’s successors in Louis- 
iana. Even Charlie McCarthy would have told him 
that Porterie, who had been kicked out of the Louis- 
jana Bar Association for trying, as Huey Long’s 
Attorney-General, to block a vote fraud investiga- 
tion, was no fit man to place on the Federal bench. 

Yet Porterie, over the vigorous protests of the 
New Orleans Times-Picayune and leading citizens, 
was appointed and a few days ago confirmed by a 
unanimous vote. In this case the President could 
have challenged the tradition of senatorial courtesy 
—if it had been invoked—with the applause and 
approval of the whole country. He chose instead 
to challenge it in the Virginia case—with results 
damaging to himself and, what is far more impor- 
tant, to the whole question of appointments to the 
judiciary. 

It may well be that the Senate, which bears much 
of the onus for the awful Porterie appointment, will 
now carry the senatorial courtesy tradition to a 
degree that will wreck whatever progress has been 
made toward curbing its abuses. 
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Let’s hope Rudyard Kipling’s Burma girl wasn’t 
waiting for her British soldier when 11 persons 
were killed in that riot “on the road to Mandalay.” 
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NEEDLESS ALARM. 

By its title, the New York League for the Separa- 
tion of Church and State is dedicated to a lofty pur- 
pose, one of this country’s fundamentals. But what 
is this organization doing to fulfill the duty it has 
assumed? Just now, it is engaging in a legal battle 
to stop the Rev. Bernard H. Hubbard, S. J., known 
as the “glacier priest,” from giving a lecture in a 
State building at Albany, under auspices of a re- 
ligious group, on his explorations.

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OBSTRUCTING THE “PURGE.” 

Instead of seeking to set up a pension system 
based on need, a certain group in the Legislature 
shows a disposition to go as far jin the opposite 
direction as it is possible to go and still hope to 
receive Federal aid. 

Thus we find Senator Emery W. Allison of Rolla 
interposing a dangerous obstacle in the way of the 
administration Senators who are trying to frame a 
law which will meet the intent of the Federal stat- 
utes. His proposal is to allow any pensioner who 
has been dropped from the rolls by the State Social 
Security Commission to continue to draw his regu- 
lar stipend until he has exhausted his right of 
appeal to the Circuit Court and the Court of Ap- 
peals—a process requiring several months. 

If any logic ig to be imputed to this proposal, 
it must be based on the assumption that the com- 
mission deliberately goes about cutting off pension- 
ers who have a right to remain on the rolls. No 
such assumption is justified. To the contrary, the 
commission has been extremely conscientious and 
even timorous in dropping the cheaters and chisel- 
ers from the pension list. Ways need to be found 
to facilitate rather than obstruct the so-called purge. 

Senator Allison’s proposal is simply another stall 
to delay putting the needs test in effect. With 
$1,400,000 in Federal aid already withheld, the State 
is in no position to invite the further displeasure 
of authorities in Washington.

Manhasset Village, advertised as costing $2,000,- 
000, was financed by a loan of 80 per cent, or $1,- 
600,000, from the New York Life Insurance Co. This 
loan, in turn, is guaranteed by the Federal Hous- 
ing Administration, namely, Uncle Sam. If the de- 
velopment should fail, Uncle Sam would hold the 
bag. That fact invests Manhasset Village with pub- 
lic interest. 

Richard C. Spackler, loan agent for New York Life, 
made the remarkable statement that the insurance 
company “would not have considered” the Manhas- 
set loan if it were not for the fact that the FHA is 
guaranteeing it. Does this mean that the New 
York Life applies one standard to loans in which 
its own responsibility is involved and another in 
which it can fall back on the Government? 

If the New York Life were considering such a 
loan without Government guarantee, would it have 
considered the Glucksman transaction an unwar- 
ranted write-up and would it have objected to in- 
clusion of the $171,000 item in the cost of the de- 
velopment? Are there other cost items to which the 
New York Life would have objected? 

Asked to comment on the Manhasset financing, 
Miles Colean, Acting Federal Housing Administrator, 
made a statement quite as remarkable as Mr. Spack- 
ler’s. It was that the FHA is not interested in 
whether the land value of a project was written up, 
even “four or five times” its appraisal value, but 
only in the question of whether the rental return 
would be sufficient to pay off the loan. As though 
the watering of an investment would have no bear- 
ing upon its ultimate soundness! 

Mr. Colean’s statement is reminiscent of the fren- 
zied real estate transactions of the 1920s, when, so 
long as the public was willing to buy what were 
termed First Mortgage Gold Bonds, no value was 
too fantastic to place upon properties. The re- 
sult, of course, was catastrophic for millions of in- 
vestors. 

The same group of promoters behind Manhasset 
Village are now projecting a 600-unit apartment on 
Lucas and Hunt road, to be built at a cost of $3,- 
250,000, Uncle Sam guaranteeing a loan of $2,700,- 
000, or more than 80 per cent. Would the North- 
western Mutual Life Insurance Co., which is advanc- 
ing the money, have done so on its own responsibil- 
ity, or is it, like the New York Life, going into it 
only because of the Federal guarantee? 

The purpose behind the Federal guarantee, like 
many other New Deal purposes, is commendable 
enough. It is to stimulate the construction indus- 
try, which is badly in need of stimulation. But if 
the result of the methods used will be to saddle the 
taxpayers with promoters’ white elephants, the cure 
will turn out to be worse than the disease. 

A sweeping scrutiny of the Manhasset Village and 
similar deals is urgently called for. 
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Philip Guedalla is urging his fellow-Englishmen to 
get acquainted with the United States. The famous 
author of “The Hundred Years,” it may be recalled, 
lopped 1000 miles off our continental span with 
one stroke of the pen. 
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“DUCE” IT IS. 

Italians who fall into the error of calling Mus- 
solini the “Capo” are roundly reprimanded by 
Achille Starace. The correct title is “Duce,” says 
the party secretary, and Mr. Big doesn’t want to 
hear anything else out of his followers. Both titles 
means approximately “chief” or “leader,” but there’s 
a subtle difference to the trained ear. 

Capo stems from the Latin caput, meaning “head.” 
(Capone, incidentally, means “blockhead.”) Duce 
comes from duz, a leader or commander. Duz 
evolved into Duca, a hereditary aristocratic title 
signifying possession of broad estates, and also 
into Duce, quite a different thing. This title was 
applied to the leaders of the condottieri, or merce- 
nary professional soldiers, who were important in 
Italian history in the Middle Ages. Mussolini is 
often called “the great condottiere of modern Italy.” 

The Encyclopedia Britannica says of these war- 
riors that “in their relations to the people, the 
most barbaric license was permitted.” One com- 
pany “was for some years the terror of Italy.” And 
finally: 


They had, at any rate before 1400, nothing in 
common with the people among whom phey 
fought, and their disorderly conduct and’ ra- 
pacity seem often to have exceeded that of other 
medieval armies. They were always ready to 
change sides at the prospect of higher pay. 


Yet, says Secretary Starace, the title Duce is 
mandatory because “it alone defines the man and 
indicates the characteristics of revolution and civil- 
ization.” 

Well, if the Fascist authorities say that’s a suit- 
able title, the vote is made virtually unanimous. 
All together now, for a good rousing “Viva Ii Duce!” 
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The State Department authorized sales of planes 
last month to Great Britain, France, the Nether- 
lands and Netherlands Hast Indies amounting to 
more than $6,000,000. The administration seems de- 
termined to irritate Missouri’s terrible-tempered Ben- 
nett Clark. . 
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WORKING BELOW THE SURFACE. 


A Great Newspaper’s Epitaph 


Berliner Tageblatt, just suppressed by Nazis, was one of Germany’s last journals which 
had a democratic past, says its former editor; stood firmly for liberty despite sus- 
pensions in Bismarck’s day, in World War and after revolution: resistance to cen- 
sorship and to enemies of free press forced veteran writer to “live dangerously.”

lived on under the new regime, grievous- 

ly ailing and in mental decay; now, al- 
most the last of the German newspapers 
which in the past were democratic or lib- 
eral, it is coming to its end. 

I was 44 years with the Tageblatt, 12 as 
its Paris correspondent and more than 25 
as its editor. If I am to devote a short 
obituary to the paper, let us look past the 
disfigured corpse and turn back to the times 
when men lived and worked in an environ- 
ment of freedom and honor. 

The Tageblatt was founded in 1871 by 
Rudolf Mosse, who had come as a young 
man, son of a country physician, with small 
means and 13 children, to Berlin. Dr. Ar- 
tur Levysohn, its witty and very able edi- 
tor, who had caught the spirit of Viennese 
journalism, set out to secure the best writ- 
ers of the day. 

The Tageblatt was more successful with 
its literary than its political side, though its 
rather colorless politics did not save Dr. 
Levysohn from having to go to prison for 
some weeks on a charge of defamation of 
Bismarck. Thereafter this good man wore 
with humorous pride, until the very end of 
his. unresting service of the paper, the linen 
jacket he had worn in prison—the robe of 
honor of the independent journalist. 

Rudolf Mosse was a cousin of mine. I 
think of him still as one of the sturdiest 
and the most striking figures of the liberal 
middle class of the Germany of his time, a 
class now totally extinct.

During the war, the Tageblatt was sus- 
pended five or six times, for shorter or long- 
er periods, because Ludendorff and the 
military censorship were annoyed by my ar- 
ticles against the annexationist appetite of 
heavy industry, against the unrestricted sub- 
marine warfare and against nationalist ex- 
cesses. 

Once the paper was suppressed absolutely 
sine die, a step that might have amounted 
to its destruction and that would inevitably 
have robbed thé great mass of our work- 
ers of their daily bread. I saved the sit- 
uation only by expressing my readiness to 
write nothing more for several months, 

After a long period of this enforced si- 
lence, I was asked by the military cen- 
sor’s office itself to resume my activity, 
but I agreed only on condition that I must 
be free to continue the criticism that had 
brought about the suppression of the pa- 
per, and my first article opened with the 
words: “In the interim the world has be- 
come no more lovely.” 

When I came to Berlin in 1900, after 
Levysohn’s death, I made changes in the 
staff, built up an extensive service of cor- 
respondents and altered the outward appear- 
ance of the paper; above all, I turned a 
rather vaguely liberal organ into a strongly 
democratic one. 

We strongly opposed the home and for- 
eign policy of the Emperor William II, of

After the collapse in 1918, I fought with 
equal {ll success against the signing of the 
Treaty of Versailles, the disastrous results 


of which for peace, for Europe and for the 
German Republic, which had just been 
born, could be foreseen. Some people in- 
ferred that we had become “nationalist.” 
We had not; our stand was, on the con- 
trary, a resistance against other national- 
isms, which are equally disastrous whatever 
their flag. 

A week after the revolution, the German 
Democratic party was founded at the office 
of the Berliner Tageblatt. I left the party 
later, when many of its members voted for 
a restriction of the freedom of the press. 

I drew up the announcement of the crea- 
tion of the party and the election manifesto 
for the National Assembly. On a Sunday 
in January, 1919, Liebknecht’s Spartacists 
occupied our paper’s big premises, and 
when, with a few sailors, I got into the 
building to negotiate with the leaders, I 
found my fine proclamation and manifesto 
piled in the street in mountainous bonfires. 
The large building had been turned into a 
Spartacist fortress, and the fight for its 
possession went on with machine guns for 
10 days. In the end the Spartacists were 
driven out, but the facade was so damaged 
that it had to be rebuilt. 


« * ° 


Under the Republic, we were not again 
threatened from the Left but only from the 
Right, and much more seriously. Italian 
Fascism has made use of the slogan, “Live 
dangerously”; I may say without . exag- 
geration that I often had opportunities, long 
before Hitler’s arrival, of sampling this 
mode of enjoyment of life, 

We naturally made mistakes, sometimes in 
pure misjudgment, sometimes through our 
sense of our responsibilities; at times, for 
instance, we felt bound to support govern- 
ments for which we had no love in order 
to defeat the worst enemies of the state. 
But even if we had never made a mistake, 
we should have been carrying on a hope- 
less campaign, since our views reached only 
a minority. 

Immediately after the Reichstag fire and 
the so-called election in which the Hitler 
regime was definitely proclaimed, our lift- 
boy donned the uniform of a Storm Troop- 
er. It turned out that he had long been keep- 
ing an eye on us and was a National Social- 
ist “platoon leader,” or something of the sort. 

A lift-boy’s duties have some resemblance 
to those of Charon, that old ferryman be- 
tween the upper and nether worlds. And 
now this man, unless he has been ad- 
vanced to some high administrative post in 
the official hierarchy, is conveying the 
gloomy figures of the last of the editorial 
staff down below, and unloading them there. 
The goods they had been supplying were 
not impeccable; but some of them may 
have been poor fellows of the stamp of the 
exciseman under James II whe had “14 rea- 
sons for disobeying his Majesty’s commands 
—a wife and 13 children”; and to these un- 
fortunates we may well grant our forgive- 
ness as they descend silently into the valley 
of oblivion.

**1Ty IOGRAPHIES, as generally written,” 

Abraham Lincoln once wrote, “are 
not only misleading but false.” Too fre 
quently, he went on, a writer cuts the facts 
to the measure of his own moral prejudices, 
and a distorted picture results. 

The latest Lincoln biography, “Lincoln 
Talks” (Viking Press, New York), is not 
open to this criticism, however: It presents 
no single viewpoint, but that of hundreds 
witnesses who have passed Lincoln reminix 
cence and anecdotes along to posterity. The 
compiler, Emanuel Hertz, editor also of 
“The Hidden Lincoln,” has searched out 
these stories over a 20-year period, and has 
found in old newspapers many never pub 
lished in book form. 

There are two categories: stories about 
Lincoln and stories told by Lincoln. These 
latter were the parables which the Emam 
cipator preferred to argumentation. He ex 
plained to Chauncey Depew: “I have learned 
from long experience that plain people, tak 
them as they run, are more easily infl 
enced through the medium of a broad and 
humorous illustration than in any other 
way.” But Cabinet members and other dig 
nitaries, too, often found their sober arg 
ments refuted when Lincoln began: “Now 
that reminds me., .” 

The anecdotes, almost 700 pages of them, 
reveal in their many aspects the history and 
the character of Lincoln in his career from 
rail-splitter to martyr President. Always 4&2 
earthy phrase was ready to illustrate his 
meaning. For instance, arguments that 
the Mexican War was not a war of aggre® 
sion brought to mind the Illinois farmer 
who said: “I ain’t greedy about land. ! 
only want what jines mine.” A Douglas 
argument was “thin as the soup made Dy 
boiling the shadow of a pigeon that had 
been starved to death.”

Expelled by Bar Association. 

Porterie was Attorney-General of 
Louisiana when appointed, and had 
heen in that powerful office when 
the late Huey Long was dictator 
of the State. Despite the trouble 
the Roosevelt administration had 

ith Long when he was in the Sen- 
te, virtually the entire Long ma- 
chine personnel has been taken up 
by Postmaster-General Democratic 
National Chairman Farley. 

During the Long regime in Louis- 
inna, Porterie tried to block a grand 
jury investigation of vote frauds in 
New Orleans, and because of these 
efforts he was summoned before the 
Louisiana State Bar Association to 
defend his actions. According to 
newspapers in New Orleans, he re- 
signed “under fire” and was later 
formally expelled from this organi- 
zation. 

Long, however, was not a boss to 
acceput such treatment for a sub- 
ordinate. He had his Legislature 
create a new bar association and 
arranged for Porterie to head it. 

When it became known that the

rie a Federal Judge, the New Or- 
eans Times-Picayune and many 
prominent Louisianans protested, 
citing his record during the Long 
administration.

A year or so later the Earle 
Legislature crated nine new judge- 
ships of Common Pleas, and Kalod- 
ner was given one on an interim ap- 
Pointment. At the subsequent elec- 
tion the nine news judges went be- 
fore the voters, and all were con- 
firmed by popular vote except Ka- 
ledner. His friends say he ran 
against an exceptionally strong and 
Popular candidate.

must not lose sight of the general 
interest. This regard for the com- 
mon good must be strengthened in 
the whole society through demo- 
cratic education and public opinion. 

“As for foreign affairs, there 
must be a regard for treaties and 
obligations and respect for the 
equality of nations. And there must 
be the willingness and the ability 
to defend these principles.” 

The career of Dr. Benes, who 
first came to public attention as a 
teacher and now is again returning 
to teaching, is as good a pledge as 
can be readily imagined for the 
realization of the democratic fu- 
ture in which he believes. 

The son of peasant parents, he 
hoped and schemed for an inde- 
pendent Czecho-Slovakia. He real- 
ized those hopes, and for 20 years 
guided the destinies of his country. 
Now he hopes again. He has 
climbed from one of his historic 
valleys to a peak, Now he is again 
in a valley, but ready to climb. 

Dr. Benes was born in the village 
of Kozlany, an inaccessible place 
100 miles west of Prague. He was 
the youngest of 10 children. He 
worked in the fields with his father, 
an ambitious man. The produce 
of those fields eventually sent three 
of the children to school. 

Masaryk His Friend. 

Eduard was one of the three, At 
the gymnasium he became an in- 
tense patriot and a Socialist, but 
he found time too, to be a soccer 
football star. After he broke his 
leg in a game and was confined 
to the hospital, he began translat- 
ing Zola into Czech. On graduat- 
ing from the gymnasium in 1904, 
he decided to become a teacher 
and went to the University of 
Prague. There he came under the 
influence of Thomas Masaryk, later 
to be known as the “George Wash- 
ington of Czecho-Slovakia.” 

Almost penniless, Benes went on 
to Paris and the Sorbonne, and he 
finally received the degree of doctor 
of laws from the University of 
Dijon. He got to London and Ber- 
lin, but hated them. Paris he loved. 
There he supported himself by 
writing for its Czech papers and 
for those at home. 

When the war broke out he was 
a professor of sociology at the Uni- 
versity of Prague. His Socialism 
was a thing of the past, but not his 
patriotism. He had married the 
charming blond wife who made 
such a fine impression on her ar- 
rival with him here in New York. 
He owned a suburban home. He 
had a little money and an estab- 
lished position. But he endangered 


all these to join with Masaryk in 


plotting for the liberation of the 
Czechs from Hapsburg rule. 

Forced to Flee From Austria. 

The two men formed an under- 
ground revolutionary organization, 
but the Austrians closed in on 
them. First Masaryk fled to Swit- 
zerland and later to the United 
States, and then in the summer of 
1915 Benes forged a passport and 
crossed into Germany on his way to 
Switzerland as a shoe salesman. It 
was four years before he returned 
to his wife and to his native coun- 
try—as one of its greatest heroes. 

Then began that part of his ca- 
reer that ended Oct. 1, when the 
German troops crossed the Czech 
border. For 17 years Dr. Benes was 
Czecho-Slovakia’s Foreign Minister. 
For three years he was its Presi- 
dent. He became known as “the 
greatest little statesman in Europe.” 
He was a pillar of the League of 
Nations and a bulwark of the Little 
Entente. For 20 years he worked 
for peace, knowing what war would 
mean for his country. And in the 
end he saw his country sacrificed 
for peace. He saw a war of con- 
quest won without the firing of a 


shot. 
Shrewd and Frank. 
His sparkling blue eyes and his 
firm handclasp indicate that he 


still retains some of the physical 
fitness of the football star, despite 


achievements. The pageant will be 
directed by the president, Mrs. 
Louis H. Renfrow, and Mrs. Irl L.

LONG WAITING LIST AT TWO 
TUBERCULOSIS HOSPITALS 


State Sanatorium Can Care for 100 
More If Beds Are Provided; 
Koch Institution Full. 


The state tuberculosis sanatorium 
at Mount Vernon has space for 100 
additional beds but they have not 
been provided because of lack of 
funds, Dr. R. H. Runde, superin- 
tendent, reports to the Tuberculosis 
and Health Society here. 

More than 450 tuberculosis pa- 
tients are waiting for admission to 
the State sanatorium and to Koch 
Hospital, but cannot get in because 
all available beds are filled. Dr. R. 
G. Kettelkamp, superintendent of 
Koch Hospital, reported a waiting 
list of 207 St. Louisans. Dr. Runde 
said although the capacity of the 
State institution was increased 
from 500 to 691 by the completion 
of two new buildings last year, it 
was still grossly inadequate. 

Completion of a new ward bufld- 
ing at Koch Hospital last March 
provided beds for 43 additional pa- 
tients. The remaining 121 new 
beds were used for patients trans- 


iferred from cottages condemned as 


unsafe. The capacity of Koch Hos- 
pital is 543.

House Committee Members Say 
There Is No Basis for 
Impeachment. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—Some 
members of the House Judiciary 
Committee predicted flatly today 
that the committee would exon- 
erate Secretary of Labor Perkins of 
charges of willfully failing to en- 
force the immigration laws. Both 


Democrats and Republicans said 
the only question remaining before 
the committee was whether to close 
a preliminary investigation immedi- 
ately with a vote of confidence in 
her administration. Nothing has 
been presented to them, they added, 
to warrant impeachment as pro- 
posed in a resolution by Represent- 
ative Thomas (Rep.), New Jersey. 

One member said he would ask 
the committee at its next session, 
probably Tuesday, to vote at once 
on a motion to table the impeach- 
ment resolution. 

The committee can take that 
course or ask the House for articles 
of impeachment for trial in the 
Senate or send to the House a sim- 
ple resolution of censure. 

Thomas accused Miss Perkins, 
Gerard D. Reilly, Labor Depart- 
ment solicitor, and James L. 
Houghteling, Immigration Commis- 
sioner, of “high crimes and misde- 
meanors” for not pressing deporta- 
tion charges against Harry Bridges, 
CIO West Coast leader, on the 
ground he was an alien Commu- 
nist. 

Miss Perkins went before a closed 
session of the committee Wednes- 
day to repeat the department’s 
contention that the Bridges pro- 
ceedings had to be suspended until 
the Supreme Court announces a de- 
cision in a case involving the ques- 
tion whether membership in the 
Communist party is adequate 
ground for expulsion. That litiga- 
tion involves Joseph Strecker of 
Hot Springs, Ark. 

Thomas has contended that the 
Strecker and Bridges cases are not 
similar and that, even so, the de- 
partment chose a weak case to test 
the issue of Communism. 

Committee members said Miss 
Perkins had told them privately 
that there were several reasons for 
delay. One of them, she said, was 
a letter from the late Senator Rob- 
inson (Dem.), Arkansas, asking for 
discontinuance of the proceedings. 

Her statement to the committee 
that she was not in accord with the 
principles of the Communist party, 
that she did not share Communistic 
economic or political views, and 
that she regarded Communistic tac- 
tics as an “impediment” to _ this 
Government brought a tart retort 
from Thomas, 

He said: “She doesn’t hate it, she 
doesn’t abhor it, she dislikes cer- 
tain features of it.” 

He said she had only given Com- 
munism a “gentle slap on the 
wrist.”

David Saville Muzzey, eminent 
teacher of American history, has 
undertaken, in his sixty-ninth year, 
the task of teaching his largest 
class; or, as he terms it, “making 
more of the American people aware 
of democracy.” 

America’s heritage—what it is, 
why it should be preserved—is the 
theme of the lesson which the Co- 
lumbia University professor out- 
lines to those who hear him or read 
his utterances. He deems it im- 
portant that others should take up 
what he calls “the enormous task 
of educating a large part of our 
adult population, which does not 
know enough about our American 
heritage to prize it properly.” 


Explaining why the problem of 
economic democracy has been left 
to the present, Dr. Muzzey spoke 
of the lack of industrial problems 
in the period when the Constitution 
was framed. Only one item of 
present-day economic controversy 
appears in the Constitution, he 
said, and that is the reference to 
commerce between the states. 

By commerce between the states, 
he said, the Fathers meant only 
the coastwise shipping trade of 
their day, such as that carried on 
between Boston and Charleston, or 
New York and Savannah. This 
clause, he said, has been “stretched 
and stretched again” in making it 
apply to the railroad and motor 
ized interstate traffic of today. 

“The ccurts,” he added, “have

De- 
mocracy, as defined by Abraham 
Lincoln, government of, by and for 
the people, was first put to the test 
here—for the so-called republics of 
the past were narrow oligarchies 
or, as with the Medici rule in Flor- 
ence, personal governments by 
titled bosses for certain interests, 


Definitions of Democracy. 

“Now dictators are trying to de- 
fine democracy. Hitler calls it ‘a 
barnyard where every hen cackles. 
Mussolini shouts that ‘men are 
tired of liberty, and would march 
over the decayed corpse of the God- 
dess of Liberty to order, hierarchy, 
war and glory.’ 

“We can’t prize or preserve what 
we do not know about. Hence we 
must, by education, build up knowl- 
edge and .upport of our American 
ideals, as we build up our bodies to) 
resist disease germs. Ignorance of 
the benefits of democracy, rather 
than wickedness of spirit, causes 
some of our people to despise our 
democratic tradition and to look 
with favor on the idea of a short 
cut, by isms, to a hoped-for im- 
provement of their economic condi- 
tion.” 

Along with democracy, Dr. Muz-| 
zey holds, Americans of today| 
have inherited a foreign policy of 
no-alliances, plus the Monroe Doc- 
trine. He defined, and welcomed, 
one very recent addition, or amend- 
ment, to that part of the national,

“The Monroe Doctrine,” he said, 
“has been transformed into a Pan-|

Two Separate Spheres. 

“Another part of our political 
heritage is the doctrine of absten- 
tion from entangling political alli- 
ances with European nations. We 
have been taught that American 
and European interests belong to 
two separate spheres. 

“George Washington told us in 
1796 that we need not count on the 
love or gratitude of any other na- 
tion, and that Europe had its own 
interests, of which we were not 
properly a part. It is still true that 
we need not look for friendship 
from any other nation. We must 
keep ourselves independent polit- 
ically, and beware of being used, 
as in the World War. 

“That does not mean that we 
must always keep silence. I thor- 
oughly believe we ought to let Hit- 
ler know what we think of him— 
that we are in sympathy with 
President Roosevelt's view of his 
actions.

This organization took over all 
the functions of the unions, but lest 
it fall back into the familiar trade- 
union pattern, it was decreed that 
employers and managers, as well 
as rank and file workers, were to 
be enrolled. Strictly speaking, 
membership is not compulsory, but 
it is impossible for either a worker 
or his boss to stay out of the Front. 
It now has more than 25,000,000 
members, compared with about 5,- 
000,000 unionists just before the sup- 
pression of their groups. This is 
about one-third the population of 
Germany and includes virtually ev- 
ery worker in the labor market. 

The Labor Front is a body of the 
National Socialist party rather than 
e branch of the government. Al- 
though a good Nazi would never 
admit it, the Front is made up of 
“confidential councils” in the vari- 
ous factories that have a close re- 
semblance to the shop councils of 
(Russia or those created for the 
French workers by the first Popu- 
lar Front government. These do 
give the workers a certain voice in 
the affairs of their industry—on 


paper. 


Elections Suspended. 

The annual elections in which the 
men were to designate their repre- 
sentatives in the councils, after be- 
‘ing postponed for two years, were 
indefinitely suspended by a decree

| Hitler himself is the leader of

Grievances are 
supposed to be settled by the “con- 
fidential councils,” with the em- 
ployer acting as chairman. In case 
of a stalemate, there is machinery 
for an appeal to a Labor Trustee 
and eventually to Berlin. However, 
since the workers never gained real 
representation in the councils, this 
set-up is a sham. It gives them 
what the Governments wants them 
to have. 

The Nazis inherited an elaborate 
system of labor courts from the 
Weimar Republic. To these they 
added “courts of honor.” If a man 
feels that he has been treated in a 
manner offensive to the dignity of 
labor, he may appeal to one of these 
courts, consisting of a professional 
Nazi judge, an employer and a 
representative of labor. 

But the courts are a double-edged 
sword. Laborers may be brought 
before them for infractions of fac- 
tory discipline, and they are a 
handy means of suppressing sub- 
versive agitation. A man accused 
of causing unrest in a plant may be 
sent to a concentration camp. The 
courts have not tried many cases. 
Nobody wants to go to Dachau. 

Employers Regimented, Too. 
While nobody would offend Hitler 
by calling the Nazi system demo- 
cratic, it does have certain ele- 
ments of rough justice. It regi- 
ments the employer just as thor- 
oughly as the employe. He ig no 
longer supposed to have any sec- 
rets from his workers. And if they 
are not allowed to form unions, 
neither may he associate himself 
with other employers—at least that 
is the theory. A lockout is just as 
impossible as a strike. Both are of- 
fenses against the all-important 
State. Both are treason. 

The Labor Front works in close 
harmony with the Ministry of La- 
bor, Therefore an employer may 
be, and often is, ordered to give a 
man a job whether he needs that 
man or not. Private payrolls are 
becoming almost as heavily over- 
loaded as those of the Government, 
and more than one industrialist 
who helped Hitler to power has had 
occasion to question the wisdom of 
that course. 

There is another side to this, too. 
One German complained bitterly to 
this writer that he could not leave 
h:-s present job for a much better 
one because he could not get official 
sanction. He is far from the only 
one grumbling about such a griey- 
ance. There simply is no hiring or 
firing without a Nazi O K. 


$48 a Month High Pay. 

All this activity, supposedly in be- 
half of the worker, seems more than 
a little hollow when it is consid- 
ered that 120 marks a month ($48) 
is now a very good wage. Some 
Samples of actual hourly wages in 
pfennigs (100 pfennigs equal one 
mark or 46 cents, although foreign- 
ers may buy &@ mark outside Ger- 
many for 20 cents) are reported by 
the International Labor Office as 
follows: Unskilled mine labor, 58.9; 
skilled miners, 95; iron and steel 
laborers, 74.8; skilled printing trade 
workers, 120.1; skilled textile work- 
ers, 69.4; unskilled textile workers, 
53.4. Women’s wages are much 
lower even for comparable work. 
These rates are far below what is 
paid in the United States, and the 
difference in the standard of living 
in the two countries is not enough 
to account for them, Nor are they 
warranted by lower German com- 
modity prices. 

A labor paper, published in Basel, 
Switzerland, and the Paris Neues 
Tagebuch have insisted that real 
wages have been reduced 40 per 
cent under the Hitler Government. 

Representing 1929 as 100, the In- 
ternational Labor Office index fig- 
ure for hourly money wages since 
1933 has been only 79. The Reich's 
regulated economy has permitted 
no fluctuation. Meanwhile, the real 
wage index dropped from 104 in 1933 
to 98 in 1937. Comparable Ameri- 
+9 figures show a rise from 111 to 


“Strength Through Joy.” 

A certain degree of Government 
control over rents and food costs 
offsets these low wages, but the 
real sop to the German worker is 
the “Strength Through Joy” organ- 
ization, It provides every kind of 
entertainment from sea voyages to 
Symphony concerts at very low 
prices. Eight-day cruises to the 
Norwegian fjords are offered for 
about $10. Vacations at the sea 
shore have been arranged in such 
numbers that “Strength Through 
Joy” has had to develop new water- 
ing places. 

The Nazis also use every device 
of propaganda to induce the Ger- 
man worker to accept their order 
of things. There are appeals to 
patriotism, as when Gen. Goering 
tells the laborers that even though 
they must work harder and harder, 
“they are forging the sword of the 
nation.” The Nazi press seeks to 
divert them by appealing to racial 
prejudice. Even the fine arts are 
conscripted. Three themes dom- 
inated the big display visited by 
the writer in the House of German 
Art: babies, war and work. 

Winter Relief Campaign. 

Probably the best proof that the 
Labor Front has not made life a 
bed of roses for the German work- 
er is the fact that the Nazis have 
not yet abandoned their annual 
Winterhilfe campaign. This great 
drive for relief funds was again 
started last October. It brings the 
highest party leaders—even Hitler 
himself—into the streets to collect 
coins. In 1935 no less than 12,500,- 
000 persons were aided in this way. 

There are recurring reports that 
much of this Winter Help money is 
being used, not for relief, but for 
armaments. The same rumors are 
circulated about the dues collected 
from the members of the Labor 
Front. These have been estimated 
to range between 400,000,000 and 
900,000,000 marks a year. In addi- 
tion to these dues, a member of the 
Front, of course, must pay his share 
of Germany’s staggering taxes and, 
like all other Germans, he is con- 
istantly dunned by the Nazis for

Underground Opposition. 

‘It is obvious that many a Ger- 
man worker is not as well off as 
an American employed by the 
WPA, or as content with his lot. 
This is made clear by the increasing 
effectiveness of the underground 
opposition to the Nazi Government. 
This is past the whispering stage. 
Crude handbills as well as cleverly 
disguised folders, castigating the 
Hitler Government, are widely cir- 
culated. Some protest against the 
speed-up in factories; others de- 
mand good food; still others protest 
against the Government's attitude 
toward the Jews. Many are the 
work of labor leaders in exile or in 
hiding. 

There is an underground radio 
station, too. Called Freiheitssender 
(Liberty Broadcaster), it often 
transmits a song, part of which is 
reproduced here from the Deutsche 
Volkszeitung of Paris, as translated 
in the Living Age: 


We are unseen, unknown are we, 
No tell-tale badge is ours; 
The enemy’s hatred leaves us free, 
We mock his brutal powers. 


The light of dawn gives us no rest, 
Through secret lanes we burrow; 
Today we are the dispossessed, 
But ours shall be tomorrow.

SIX HERE TO SEEK AID 
FOR SHARECROPPERS 


One Camp Reported Facing 
Food Crisis — St. Louis Group 
Out of Funds. 


Six leaders of Southeast Mis- 
souri sharecroppers, who are living 
in shacks since their eviction last 
month, were in St. Louis yesterday 


seeking food and tents. 

Sidney Williams, secretary of the 
Urban League, said the St. Louis 
Committee for Rehabilitation of 
Sharecroppers has spent all its 
funds and has nothing left now 
to give them except clothing. 

William R. Fisher, in charge of a 
camp of white persons near Dor- 
ena, said they were facing a crisis 
because of lack of food, most of 
the Government aid having ceased. 
He said six families were still liv- 
ing in makeshift rag tents between 
Wyatt and Dorena on State High- 
way No. 55. 

Williams said there were also 31 
families living in  three-room 
shacks near Hayti and 40 near 
Charleston. In that group are 21 
families housed in three _ three- 
room shacks. Thirty tents supplied 
by Government agencies shelter 
two families each. 

At least 150 tents are needed at 
present, George Brown, a Negro 
leader of the community in the 
Sweet Home Baptist Church, near 
Wyatt, said. Health conditions gen- 
erally among the sharecroppers 
who protested against evictions 
are good, he added. 

The six representatives of the 
demonstrators drove here in a 
small truck which they hoped to 


load with food and tents.

A reduction of $80,230 in the 
Police Department budget for the 
fiscal year starting in April has 
been accepted by Albert Bond 
Lambert, president of the Police 
Board, it was announced yester- 
day by City Budget Director Ar- 
thur C. Meyers.

They tell the same story about 
the export of iron ore from Bilbao. 
The monthly average in 1935 was 
84,448 tons. It dropped to 5554 in 
the month the city was captured, 
but was up to 90,311 in September.

for Federal Prisoners at Springfield, Missouri, 
the most modern prison hospital in the world. Lo- 
cated on a 445-acre tract donated by the Springfield 
Chamber of Commerce, it has eight buildings which 
cost $2,500,000. The institution at present has about 
750 inmates, all men transferred from other Federal 
prisons. There are about 580 patients, of whom 
about one-third are insane, 168 working prisoners, 
and a staff of 212. A $1,000,000 addition to be com. 
pleted late in the summer will accommodate 304 
“border line” patients. The institution has asked for 
an appropriation of $560,000 to cover its operating 
expenses this year. 

Patients have the advantage of the finest med- 
ical care and equipment. The place has every 
necessary modern device from electric potato peel- 
ers and electric dish washers, to beds which can be 
made up without disturbing the patient, shadow- 
proof lights in the operating room, and hydrotherapy 
tubs equipped with hammocks instead of strait 
jackets for violent cases. Among notorious prison- 
ers it has housed was Gaston B. Means, who died 
there last December. An infamous kidnaper is still 
there, and Al Capone, now at San Pedro, may yet 
be taken to Springfield if his condition makes it

HAT John D. Rockefeller has answered a 

crying need of city dwellers everywhere 

with his idea of a Sidewalk Superintend- 
ents’ Club is made evident by the thousands 
who have taken advantage of the club's watch- 
ing shelter overlooking the excavations of the 
new 1l6-story building in Rockefeller Center, 
New York City. 

Rockefeller founded the club last November 
after a foreman nudged him while he was 
atching his own building excavation and told 
him, ‘Move on, Buddy.” So Rockefeller had a 
long shelter built along one side of the project 
where p»ody who wants to can stand and 
goggle io his heart's content. Basking under 
the friendly roof and backed up by a stirring 
old Dutch motto on the wall, “The Best Pilots 
Stand on the Shore,” the building kibitzer can 


watch the excavating, now going on 40 feet 
below ground level. No peering through knot- 
holes or cracks in fences for the man who 
wants to see that everything's being done right. 
He now can furnish his neighbor with his 
opinions as to correct procedure in the comfort 
of a grand stand manager and with as much 
authority as a spectator at a fire. 

About 500 charter membership cards were 
distributed the first day, but 35, more had 
to be passed out to people, some of whom lived 
as far away as Texas and California. Among 
suggestions made for more comfort by the 
kibitzers have been better lights at night, an 
arm railing for leaners, a loud speaker for 
voicing of opinions, heat, swivel chairs, a bul- 
letin board and a warning whistle before 
blasts. So far, the last two have been installed.

a scientific workshop, this physician's office by 

Harris Armstrong, St. Louis architect, is a good ex- 
ample of how such functionalism is emphasized in mod- 
ern architecture. The building at 114 North Taylor ave- 
nue was recently completed at a cost of about $30,000. 
Armstrong had previously designed a now widely known 
modern building for an orthodontist in Clayton, and has 
plans under way for another medical office in the same 
suburb. 

If the building on North Taylor had been erected at 
street level, the view from the reception room would have 
been chiefly of automobiles parked outside, and the room 
itself would have been subject to the scrutiny of every 
passerby. But elevation also made possible use of the 
space below the rear for automobile parking. 

An effort was made to give lightness and charm to 
the interior, instead of the dreary surroundings sometimes 
encountered in a physician’s waiting room. A small 
garden, just inside the entrance was designed to give the 
entering patient the fragrance of growing plants instead 
of the usual acrid medical smells. The chairs in the rest 
room have been widely spaced for privacy, the colors 
and materials have been selected for simplicity and rest- 

ess, and a wood-burning fireplace was intended to 
supply a cheerful hominess in winter. The work rooms 
are placed so there will be a minimum of wasted steps. 
All rooms have intercommunicating phones. Desks and 
instrument cabinets are built in the examination rooms to 
facilitate cleanliness. 

The awnings, which may be raised and lowered from 
inside the building, form a part of the architectural de- 
sign. Placing of the X-ray room next to the reception 
roém makes possible the large unbroken area of brick 
which contrasts with the glass wall of the reception room. 
The building is equip for air conditioning the year 
round. Materials, with the exception of the glass blocks, 
are the conventional ones. 

A hedge which will be planted along the front and a 
small tree at the left of the entrance will supply the decor- 
ative elements which are absent from the building itself.
